The police arrested over seventy of the 
Hibernians, on whom were found nearly 
two hundred deadly Their 
friends claim that they were drawn to the 
scene of the riot by idle curiosity. May 
be they were; but upon such occasions 
‘armed curiosity, whether idle or other- 
wise, ought to stay at home. 


While the financial loss of France in the 
late Poris insarrcction almost equated that 
incurred by that country through the Ger- 
man invasion, the loss in human lives waz 
comparatively much greater. We have no 
exact figures of the French loss in, the late 
war with Germany, but expect that the loss 
in killed and wounded was not much 
greater, if any, than that of the German 
armies, which footed up altogether about 
one hundred and fifteen thousand in killed 
and wounded. The loss of che insurgents 
alone, however, by the lowest estimates, is 
placed at a hundred thovsand, and mem- 
bers of the French Government have stated 
that not less than twenty thousand insur- 
gents were killed during the capture of 
Paris, which exceeds the whole German 
loss in killed during the entire war. If we 
consider now that the Versailles troops also 
incurred a great loss, we are justified in 
placing the total loss of both pures above 
that of the French during their struggie 
with the German invaders, so thai it ap- 
pears the Paris insurreciion, evea in this 
point, inflicted as great, if not greater, 
losses on France than the congvest and 
devastation of a great part of the country 
by foreign foes.
